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Continuing  Education 

The  college  strives  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  adult  community  by  providing  numerous  programs  of 
continuing  education.  Adult  programs  are  held  on  a  continuing  basis  and  are  developed  according  to 
the  community's  needs  and  interests.  Courses  include  formal  academic  learning,  cultural  advance- 
ment, vocational  improve- 
ment, and  personal  enrich- 
ment. Any  person  eighteen 
years  of  age  or  older  may  be 
admitted  to  these  classes. 
Brochures  are  available  each 
quarter  to  provide  class 
schedules.  These  classes  are 
usually  of  a  short  term  dura- 
tion, but  some  programs  are 
more  comprehensive  and 
may  last  several  quarters. 

The  Kirkman  House  has  housed  the  con- 
tinuing Education  offices  for  a  number  of 
years;  however,  the  program  was  moved 
to  the  D-Matt  Thompson  Buildings  when 
the  Junior  high  was  purchased.

Third, 
you  had  to  go  to  the  Main  Building,  have  your  picture  and  ID  card  made;  then 
you  were  allowed  to  continue  on  the  fourth  leg  of  your  journey  which  took  you  to 
the  Registrar's  Office.  Once  there,  they  would  look  up  each  class  you  wanted  to 
take  to  see  if  it  was  full  yet.  If  it  was  full,  then  you  were  stuck  in  there  changing 
the  schedule  it  just  took  you  and  your  advisor  forty-five  minutes  to  come  up 
with.  Your  final  stop  was  at  the  Business  Office  to  pay  your  registration  fee.  Of 
course,  at  every  stop  there  were  long  lines;  each  line  you  encountered  being 
longer  than  the  previous  one. 

And  then  there  were  computers,  which  have  definitely  shortened  the  process 
of  registration,  decreased  the  number  of  headaches,  and  lengthened  the  tempers 
of  faculty,  staff,  and  students.  However,  during  this  Fall's  registration  those 
fantastic  machines  were  on  the  glitch  and  had  to  be  replaced  by  more  traditional 
methods  such  as  those  described  above.
